JOINT  RULES  10-80 


CHAPTER  10 

Administration 

10-10.  Time  of  meeting.  Each  house  may  order  its  time  of 
meeting. 

10-20.  Legislative  day  —  duration.  (1)  If  either  house  is 
in  session  on  a  given  day,  that  day  constitutes  a  legislative 
day. 

(2)  A  legislative  day  for  a  house  ends  either  24  hours  after 
that  house  convenes  for  the  day  or  at  the  time  the  house 
convenes  for  the  following  legislative  day,  whichever  is  earlier. 

10-30.  Schedules.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  house  shall 
coordinate  its  schedule  to  accommodate  the  workload  of  the 
other  house. 

10-40.     Adjournment  —  recess  —  meeting  place.  A 

house  may  not,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  or 
recess  for  more  than  3  days  or  to  any  place  other  than  that  in 
which  the  two  houses  are  sitting  (Montana  Constitution,  Art. 
V,  Sec.  10(5)). 

10-50.  Access  of  press.  Subject  to  the  presiding  officer's 
discretion  on  issues  of  decorum  and  order,  an  accredited  press 
representative  may  not  be  prohibited  from  photographing, 
televising,  or  recording  a  legislative  meeting  or  hearing. 

10-60.  Conflict  of  interest.  A  member  who  has  a  personal 
or  private  interest  in  any  measure  or  bill  projx)sed  or  pending 
before  the  Legislature  shall  disclose  the  fact  to  the  house  to 
which  the  member  belongs. 

10-70.  Telephone  calls.  (1)  Long  distance  telephone  cedls 
made  by  a  member  while  the  Legislature  is  in  session  or  the 
member  is  in  travel  status  are  considered  official  legislative 
business.  These  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  calls  made  to 
constituencies,  places  of  business,  and  fjunily  members. 

(2)  Session  staff,  including  Elides  eind  interns,  may  use 
telephones  for  long  distance  calls  only  if  specifically 
authorized  to  do  so  by  their  legislative  sponsor  or  supervisor. 
Sponsoring  members  and  supervisors  are  accountable  for  use

CHAPTER  ill 
LEGISLATIVE  PROCEDURES 

AGENDA  ITEMS 

The  business  of  each  house  Is  conducted  In  conformance  with  proce- 
dures established  In  the  Joint  Rules  and  the  rules  of  each  house.  The 
rules  provide  for  the  order  of  business,  moUons,  resolutions.  drafUng  and 
Introduction  of  bills,  referral  and  reporting  of  bills,  second  and  third 
readings,  transmittal  dates,  and  consent  calendar. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS 

The  agenda  followed  by  each  house  during  each  business  day  Is  called 
the  Order  of  Business.  After  the  opening  prayer,  pledge  of  allegiance,  roll 
call,  and  report  on  the  Journal,  the  Senate  and  House  proceed  through 
their  business  in  this  progression,  although  there  may  be  nothing  to 
discuss  on  any  particular  day  under  one  or  more  of  the  Orders  of  Business. 

The  12  Orders  of  Business  In  the  Senate,  with  notes  on  differences  In 
the  House,  are: 

No.  1  -  Cnmrnnnlcationsand  Pptltlnns.  Various  types  of  communica- 
tions may  be  read  to  the  leglslaUve  body. 

No  motions  are  acceptable. 

No.  2  -  Reports  of  Standing  Committees.  Reports  are  read  from  the 
rostrum.  Legislators  do  not  receive  an  actual  copy  In  the  originating 
house,  but  amendments  are  printed  In  full  In  the  dally  Journal.  After 
a  favorable  vote,  an  amended  version  of  the  bill  Is  printed. 

Generally,  no  motion  Is  acceptable  except  some  privileged  motions. 
such  as  to  adjourn,  for  a  roll  call  vote,  for  a  call  of  the  house,  or  for 
some  other  Incidental  motion;  however,  by  established  practice  these 
motions  are  not  generally  made. 

No  debate  Is  had  unless  a  minority  committee  report  has  been  sub- 
mitted. A  member  seeking  to  challenge  the  action  on  the  adoption  of 
a  favorable  or  an  adverse  committee  report  may  do  so  on  Order  of 
Business  No.  6  (Order  of  Business  No.  9  in  the  House)  by  a  motion  to 
reconsider  and  need  not  have  voted  on  tlie  prevailing  side. 
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BILL  DRAFTING  MANUAL 

The  Bill  Drafting  Manual  sets  forth  uniform  standards  and  instructions 
on  bill  drafting.  It  includes  information  on  the  mechanics,  style,  and  tech- 
nique of  drafting  bills,  resolutions,  amendments,  and  referendums.  Sample 
bills  and  resolutions,  plus  a  bill  drafter  checklist,  are  included.

Chapter  2 


Style  and  Language 


2-1.   Introduction. 

Bills  should  be  written  In  a  simple,  clear,  and  direct  style, 
phrased  for  the  common  reader  as  well  as  for  the  political  or  legad 
expert. 

A  poorly  drafted,  ambiguous  bill  will  waste  the  time  of  citizens 
affected,  confuse  those  charged  with  its  administration,  lead  to 
litigation,  and  likely  fall  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  reques- 
tor. Good  drafting  requires  concise  wording  tliat  is  understandable 
by  a  person  who  has  no  special  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

If  wording  in  a  bill  has  to  be  paraphrased  to  make  It  intelligible 
to  the  layman,  It  needs  revising.  In  Montana,  the  common-law 
tradition  has  manifested  Itself  In  the  tlmeworn.  nonessential 
phrases  and  rhetorical  flourishes  found  In  our  older  legislative 
enactments.  The  suggestions  contained  In  this  chapter  are 
designed  to  help  the  drafter  avoid  the  most  common  faults  in  style 
and  language  evident  in  some  of  our  present  law. '« 

As  authority  for  basic  rules  of  writing,  the  Legislative  Council 
uses  tlie  latest  edition  of  the  United  States  Government  Printing 
Office  Style  Manual  and  the  Gregg  Reference  Manual  Sixth  Edition, 
by  William  A.  Sabln.  Compounding  of  words  Is  done  according  to 
the  Style  Manual. 
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BILL  DRAFTING  REQUEST  REPORT 

Bill  drafting  request  forms  are  filed  in  the  Legislative  Council  legal  office. 
The  requests  are  assigned  an  LC  (Legislative  Council)  number,  which 
becomes  the  identifying  number  throughout  the  drafting  and  input  stages. 
Information  from  the  bill  draft  request  form  is  used  to  produce  the  Bill 
Drafting  Request  Report. 

The  report  is  printed  in  four  parts:  the  Subject  Report,  the  Requestor 
Report,  the  By  Request  of  a  Committee  or  Agency  Report,  and  the  Drafter 
Report.  Entries  in  each  of  the  four  reports  include  the  LC  number,  bill 
number,  short  title,  requestor,  sponsor,  subject  code,  and  drafter. 

Copies  of  the  Bill  Drafting  Request  Report  are  available  for  use  in  the 
Legislative  Council  offices,  the  Legislative  Council  Library,  and  at  the 
Distribution  Center.  The  report  may  be  purchased  from  the  Distribution 
Center,  with  the  price  set  according  to  the  number  of  pages. 
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CODE  SECTIONS  AFFECTED 

MCA  Code  Sections  Affected  by  Bills  &  LCs 

During  the  session,  a  report  is  generated  (on  approximately  a  weekly 
basis)  that  lists  all  code  sections  that  may  be  repealed  or  amended.  Bill 
drafters  use  this  list  to  avoid  conflicts,  correct  redundancies,  and  solve 
problems.  The  printout  is  available  for  use  in  the  Legislative  Council  office 
or  the  Legislative  Council  Library  and  may  be  purchased  from  the  Distri- 
bution Center,

HOUSE  AND  SENATE  AGENDAS 

The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives prepare  the  daily  agendas  of  bills  to  be  debated  in  their  respective 
Committee  of  the  Whole.  The  agendas  list  the  bill  number,  sponsor,  short 
title,  and  which  report  is  to  be  considered  (second  reading,  third  reading, 
conference  committee  amendments.  Governor's  amendments,  etc.)- 

In  addition,  second  and  third  reading  information  can  be  found  online 
through  the  Bill  Status  Inquiry  System.  Checking  the  status  of  a  specific  bill 
will  reveal  whether  or  not  that  bill  is  scheduled  for  second  or  third  reading. 

The  agendas  are  available  at  no  cost  from  the  Legislative  Information 
Office,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  or  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House.  Bill  status 
terminals  are  located  in  several  areas  of  the  Capitol  for  easy  access.

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VOTES 

Votes  of  the  Committees  of  the  Whole  are  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  during  the 
session.  Copies  of  these  votes  are  available  for  use  at  the  Legislative  Infor- 
mation Office. 

After  session,  votes  are  transferred  to  the  Secretary  of  State's  office.  Votes 
are  published  in  the  History  and  Final  Status  and  electronically  in  the  House 
and  Senate  Journals.  Copies  of  the  votes  are  available  in  Room  138  of  the 
Capitol.  Legislative  Council  policy  does  not  allow  staff  to  provide  voting 
record  information  over  the  telephone  or  by  correspondence. 

Votes  of  standing  committees  are  available  from  the  Legislative  Informa- 
tion Office  or  the  committee  secretaries  during  the  session.  After  session, 
committee  minutes  and  votes  are  transferred  to  the  Montana  Historical 
Society.  Copies  of  the  minutes  are  available  in  the  Legislative  Council 
Library,  the  State  Law  Library,  and  depository  libraries  throughout  the 
state. 
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SUBJECT  INDEX 

As  bills  are  introduced,  a  Subject  Index  is  compiled  and  printed.  This 
index,  which  is  updated  daily,  lists  all  introduced  bills  under  standard 
subject  headings.  Using  this  tool,  a  bill  number  can  be  easily  located  when 
only  the  subject  of  the  bill  is  known.

The  index  is  divided  into  a  subject  index,  a  code  sections  affected  list,  a 
table  of  session  laws  affected,  a  table  of  session  law  to  code,  a  chapter 
number  to  bill  number  and  bill  number  to  chapter  number  list,  plus  the 
effective  date  table,  for  easy  reference.  This  index  is  used  as  a  temporary 
index  until  the  revised  MCA  index  is  available.

DATE. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  Suepension  of  election  laws  —  purpose  —  notice.  (l)Due 
to  the  severity  of  Montana's  fiscal  problems  and  due  to  the  need  to  deal  with 
comprehensive  tax  reform  as  soon  as  possible,  the  legislature  and  the  governor 
find  that  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  state  of  Montana  to 
conduct  a  special  election  on  the  question  of  whether  or  not  comprehensive  tax 
reform,  as  represented  by  Senate  Bill  No.  235,  should  be  adopted.  The  legisla- 
ture and  the  governor  also  find  that  statutes  covering  ballot  measures  and  the 
election  on  ballot  measures,  generally  found  in  Title  13,  chapter  27,  are  insuffi- 
cient to  accommodate  the  pressing  need  to  dispose  of  the  question  of  comprehen- 
sive tax  reform.

Certain 
titles  are  printed  separately  and  can  be  purchased  in  pamphlet  format.
